RECENTLY  many  of  KPFA's  listeners  have  asked  for  further  information  about  Pacifica 
Foundation  which  owns  and  operates  the  station.  There  is  particular  curiosity  about 
the  individuals  who  direct  the  activities  of  the  Foundation.  The  aims  of  the  Founda- 
tion were  published  in  a  recent  issue  of  the  Folio.  Here  is  a  brief  background  of  the 
organization  and  its  members. 

The  Foundation  was  organized  and  chartered  in  1946  under  the  non-profit  corpora- 
tion laws  of  California.  It  has  no  capital  stock  and  issues  no  securities.  Its  capital  funds 
are  derived  exclusively  from  voluntary  contributions.  The  policies  and  activities  of  the 
Foundation  are  vested  in  an  Executive  Membership,  which  maintains  a  continuously 
active  participation  in  the  Foundation.
